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FT E R the Survey we have ta- 
ken of the Weftem Tongues, it 
is now proper to vi fit the Eaftem; 
and to begin at that which is 
commonly ejleernd the Great 
Spring of aU Languages the 
Hebrew. 

The Necefftty and Importance 
(f a Juft Skid in it , is at the 
fir ft View apparent ; to a Scholar in General , and par- 
ticularly to a Divine : The former will never become a 
true Judge of others , till He can trace them , as far as 
poffible , to their Fountain ; and as the latter is Con- 
temptible and Life/efsj if void of a Knowledge of Scri- 
pture y fo that muft be drawn from the Tongue , in which 
it was written . 

What was the fir ft Speech of Mankind is doubtful ; 
The Heathen Writers give ns no Light into it ; and we 
may guefs by the Accounts o/Trogus, Tacitus, dye. of 
the Jewilh Aft airs more lately , hew impofett they 
would have been in this Article . Mofes, the mod An- 
tient Writer in the World, f peaks only of the Change of 
Tongues , after the Flood : Not that they receiv'd no 
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Change at aU before, and therefore that Noah and 
Adam /poke exactly the fame Language : For between the 
Creation and the Deluge were about 1656 Tears , and 
during that Space, Men were fpread in feveral Climates , 
Cities , a,.d Cm*. tries, which mufl create fome Variety in 
Language ; tho not fo great , as happen d at Babel, 
As fir the Dreams of fome, that the Hebrew was kept 
up in the Race of Seth, and Shem, and that it will be 
the ‘Tvngue of Heaven hereafter , we may place them in 
the fame Clafs with the Opinion of Gorop. Becan. 
that Gcd difcours’d with Adam in the Teutonic » 

If 'hat the Tongue mention’d by Moles to be the fame 
ier a!! the Earth, Gen. xiv. i. was, is a Qjery. Rab, 
Sal. Yarhhi, and Aben Ezra make it the Hebrew, 
but without producing any Reafon, except the Proper 
Names of Adam, Peleg, (jc. which Mofes might take 
from other Tongues , and exprefs in Hebrew to the He- 
brew Reader. 

After the Graff on at Babel, different DialeEts ctrofe 
firm the Difference cf Prcnuntiation , not fo much, if at 
all from that of Entire Words , as appears by the Al- 
liance cf the f- bfequent Tongues. Hence others , as the

They who reckon the Hebrew the Oldefl Language, 
argue fr, m its being the Vernacular Tongue of Heber, 
(wheme K fay they, the Name, Hebrew) and confequently 
(f Noan ; fir there were but three, Salah, Arphaxad, 
Shem, betwe t n them ; whom , it is not credible , affifted 
in building the Tower , and therefore prefenS d their 

Tongue. 
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• This Account from Heber is rejelled by mofl Learned 
Men, who affert, that Abraham was call'd an He- 
brew, '"OV, as coming from beyond the River Euphra- 
tes to Chanaan. Walt. Boleg. 3. Hyde. Rel. vet. 
Perf. Lud. Capell. Chron. Abraham, from his 
Country, Ur cf the Chaldeans, fpoke more probably 
that Tongue , and learnt the Hebrew from the Cana- 
anites, the Dependents of Cham : The Proper Names 
of Chanaan were Hebrew. Jofh. xv. 15,49. And 
Thefe are the Arguments of many, that this Tongue is 
not the mofl antient. 

Tet ft ill the Necefftty of it is founded on the Reafon 
above ; on the Light that is deriv'd upon the New Te- 
fiamentfrom the Old y on the precarious , weak, infuffl - 
cienty and often falfe Knowledge , that is taken front 
Verjtons ; juft as if a Greek Author could be mafterd 
purely by the Help of a Latin Tranflation. 

Thus , Jofh. ij. 4. is turn'd ; The Women took two 
Men, and hid them ; but the Hebrew is, hid Him : 
1 JBXH ; i. t.fay Aben E 2. and R. D. Kimchi, each 
of them aparty to prevent a Difcovery , and favour the 
Efcape of one: Many others might be all edg'd of this 
kind j and it is a further Motive to the Study of He- 
brew, that it has its Graces and Elegancies, as well as 
others ; The Critical Niceties of it are very numerous , 
and not yet fully clear'd ; The Jews cannot be converted 
without it , and that the Bible is a Book cf the higheft 
Concern , as well as, in Jome Parts, of the great eft Anti- 
quity in the World. 

It is certain , the Critical Part of this Tongue is not 
yet exhaufted; The more Antient Fathers, Or i gen, 
and Jerom excepted , knew little of the Eaftern Tongues: 
and the latter, tho' they underfto d, feme of them , He- 
brew and Chaldee, tolerably well, yet knew nothing of 
the Arabic, or Ethiopic, which are needful to the ad - . 
jufting of many Difficulties, as Bochart, and Dr. Po- 
cock, in their Writings have demon ft rated, to mention 
no others . S*me 
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Some cl ject y that this kind cf beaming is lofty fince 
tie ftrft Captivity 7 fo far that the Jews themfelves do 
not under ft and the Bible. If. Voli. the Great De- 
fend v of the LXXII. is one of the principal Men, in 
this Ajfertion. It has been prevd, that He -was a great 
Stranger to the Hebrew Tongue, and therefore is of no 
great weight in tins Matter. 

In His Differt. de LXXII, He affirms , that 

Exod. xiij. 18. jhould be tranjhted vlp* 7 f. 
yiri, according to the LXXII, not according to the 
KauDins, (whom He inf alts on this Heady producing 
fame of their Fancies , and concealing the better judg- 
ment cf others,) Hierom, and the Verfion of Aquiia ; 
But that word is never fund in that Jenfe.. 

Tne M a Torah notes, that it occurs four Times in 
Scripture in the fameSenfe , on Jofll. i. 14.— Jofh.iv. 12 . 
Judg- vii. 11. And in none of thofe places , can it be 
fuppof d to have the Meaning cf VofTiUS. 

N r has rise Kn.w ledge of the Hebrew fallen fince 
the Captivity : tho thi Beauty cf the Tnguehas declind . 
Many Pious and Learned Men, as Pr lefts. Scribes , &c. 
ft i’J maintain'd and pur fa d it. This is provd by one. 
Jest, brought by the Objedors, Nehein. viij. 8. and 
what /. related y '2 Kings xxij. means only, that the 
Copy if the Law fund then in the Temple was perhaps 
mere correct than other s, or that Hilkiah, who knew it 
b. forej durft nt difeever it , in fear cf Menaflch : 
not that, none even then ftudied the Law, or after the 
7 vac of Fzra; F.r the Jtws, after that, were rather 
more 1 art ;:s and exacl iu it, as well as mere Remark- 
able fr Zeal again ft Idolatry, than before. 

The the He:;rcw uadi to be the Vernacular Tongue 
r l the Jew s after the Captivity ; yet the Knowledge of 
:t w\i s fapp rted till the Time of Ptoi. Philadelphia, 
wdn, according to Euieb. and Jofephus, the Bible 
Tv . / t irud into Greek ; and there were about Three 
l lauded Years between the Deftrultion of the Temple , 
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and that Period ; nor can it be imagin'd, that the Jew s 
< were more negligent after in it, than during that Inter- 
val. Nay, Chvift Himfelf rebukes the Pharifees, not 
for neglecting the Law , but adhering to the fmaUeji 
Matters in it , with an affetted Nicety , that woo preju- 
dicial to the Spirit and Genito of it. 

Then, foon after the Crucifixion, arofe the Mafo 
rethSj who we extremely accurate in the Law, and 
p rov'd it by their Labours ; fo the Modern Jews under- 
J land it very well, and retain that fenfe of the Words, 
which they have receiv'd from their Fathers ; Tho they, 
and the Rabbins, are often miftaken, it is true, by their 
Ignorance of Arabic, &c. which would iliufirate many 
obfcure Places in a more juft and advantageous Man- 
ner . 

Even the Faults of the Veiflcns make the Original 
neceffary . Tbofe of the LXXI 1 , arc very Grofs , and 
have been often remark'd : Thofe of the Vulgar Latin 
are almofl numberlefs . The heft Verfiws are, that of 
Arias Monranus, Sebafl. Caflalio, Junius andTrC- 
inellius, and our Englifh , the true ft and moft per feci 
of ad. Yet all are in fome degree faulty, and, we have 
feen an Effay in Englifl] for a New Tr (inflation of the 
Bible which proves this Point; tho' perhaps the Mi flakes 
in ours , are net of that Confequence, as to b adduce the 
ill Effects of a New Verfion to the Public . This is 
fuhnitted to ethers.

7 e (lament, is in too fmall a Character . That of Arias 
Mcntanus is apt to make a loung Learner carelefs, by 
the V often. 

That of Rob. Sreph. 3 Vol. 4to, in a fine Letter , 
with the Notes of Kimchi on the Minor Prophets , is 
the mcfl inaccurate of all. The beft Edition of the 
Pentateuch is that of Roza, which, as Mr. Ockley 
( to whom I owe much of this Preface) heard of a Rab- 
bin, who had read it, is fmltlefs. The beft Polyglott, 
( net to mention the Biblia Complutenfia, fee Walton. 
Proieg.) is the Englifli. The Learner jhou/d procure 
the Rabbinical Bible, of the Edition of Bomberg, 
printed.

Tongues , is the marking the Vowels by Pants ; the want 
of Stops, &c. and of Di (l i nil ion for Prope>‘ Names. In 
Reading therefore, mind chiefly the Form of the Words , 
and from what Conjugation they are derived ; fee By th . 
Lyr. Cap. 13. & 15. 

For this , write out a Chapter without Points ; lay it 
up a Week ; then write the Points to it y out f elf \ compa- 
ring it with the Bible , and repeat this Method. 

As to the Points being the Invention of later Rab- 
bins, which is maintain d by fome y ethers affirm it has 
not been prov’d. Some think the Accents were rather 
for Stops in a Sentence , than for Mufic.

As to the Points , fane judge them Coeval with the 
Text ; others , that they were contriv'd about 600 Years 
after Chrifl by the Maforeths of Tiberias. The for - 
rner has always been the Principle of the Rabanitc Jews, 
who did not only embrace the Law, Prophet t, and Hagio- 
grapha, but the- Traditions of the Elder*, the Talmud 
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the VcwcYPcints, Ac cent s f Cabbala , &C- as de+ 
liver d by Gcd to Mofes on Mount Sinai. 1 'be 
Karraitcs rejeEl all but the Scriptures (fee Buxt. fyn. 
Jud. Morin. Exerc.) Thefe jeldom appear in our 
Regions ; there are cf them in Ruflia, Tartary, and 
about Mount Atlas, as Leo Africanus Reports. If 
they ife tlse Points, the Matter is pafl Controverfy . 
Ti be it heis thought the Points eflaklijb’d by Mofes; till 
Abenezra, about 550. and Elias Levita, a German, 
about 200. Years ago , cak'd it in Qy.eflion. Thefe 
pretended , that the Jews neither wanted nor us'd the 
Points, while Hieruialem flour ijb’d ; but after the 
full of it , they were introduc'd to prevent the finking of 
the Tongue by the later Dotlors . For thefe they are 
cur Yd and thought Hereticks by the Jews. 

Ludovicus Capellus, and Johannes Morinus, 
the latter in His Grammat. Samaritan, the former 
in His Arcanum Punftarionis Revelatum, have 

e fpous' d the fame Opini.n ; and there are but few, that 
are not gone into it. Buxtorf. the Father was the firfl 
that anjwa’d the Arguments of Aben Ezra > Elies 
Levitate, in His Tiberias, or M afore t hie Com- 
mentary : Joh. Buxtorf the Son anfwer’d Capellus. 
Thefe are fome Arguments and Replies on each fide. 

The Samaritan Code has no Points. 

Anfw. Tho' in the Old Hebrew Books no Points 
appear, nor in thofe which they read in the Synagogues, 
it dees not fellow there were none at all among the Jews.

Theft are fet in Books, where the Points are 
not mark'd^ but they do not prove the Inexiftance of 
them , nor do they anfwer the ufe of Points ; for N is 
not always A or E, nor 1 o, or, u ; nor, 1 J ; 1 and 
the others are written fometimes with 1 or * or another 
Vowel ; they are quiefient, or pronounc'd, put fir Vow* 
els or Confonants , as the Word requires , and therefore do 
not fatisfy the Ufe of Points . Some Words have not 
tbefe Matres Le&ionis, which admit of them , as the 
Maforeths have noted . Befides , He that firjl learns 
to read, mufl learn by Points , for none can read with- 
out Vowels : And the fame Word differs in Points and 

meaning, as " 1 BN ^9^ &c. He faid, fay 
thou, faying See. Where is the Help of the Learner 
here , or the Matres Le&ionis ? and much lefs ftill, in 
the like Cafes , where a Wcrd is more obfctire . 

Let a Word be written in Englijb without Vowels , 
as , Bll, it will be heard for a Reader to know whether 
it be Ball, Bel 1, Bill, or Bull : The fame would be 
in the Hebrew. 

3 . In the Old Hebrew MSS there are no Points . 

Anfw. It is no Confluence that there were no Points 
at that Time. There is hardly a Copy of the Hebrew 
Bible, that is 8 oo. Tears Old , and the Points , all 
agree, were in Being long before that Time. Is. VoiT. 
however is miftaken in His Reafoning, when He infers f 
that He never faw an Hebrew MS, with Points , 
that was above 6oo Tears Old ; therefore they were in- 
vented by the Maforeths ; for all own, that it is Ten 
Centuries ago , at leaf, fince the Points were fix'd by the 

Maforeths.^ Morin. Ex. Bib. Cafp. Ledeb. in His 
Cat. Sor. thinks the Arguments of Capellu sofm Force ; 
and that the Points are Cotemporary with the Text ; and 
Gravius, Pref. ad Abulf. Tab. Geog. affirms it is ridi- 
culous and unreafonable to maintain that the Hebrew 
'ever was. deftitute of Points , or that Mofes fimld write a 

Law 
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Law without Vowels. This is a sketch of the Difpute ; 
let the Reader judge and enlarge at will : I neither 
affirm nor determine any Thing. 

Seme regard jhould here be paid to the Rabbins 
Talmud, Targumim, &c. but fince they abound 
very much in Chaidaifms, it is more proper to affign 
them a Place in the Preface to my Chaldee Gram- 
mar. 


As to the Antiquities of the Jews ( thofe of every 

Nation being requifite to the Command of each Lan- 
guage^) they are tranfmitted to m in a manner very 
im perfect , if compar'd with the like accounts of the 
Greeks and Romans. For in thefe, we" have a Num- 
ber of antient Writers fill extant , who liv'd in the 
flourishing State cf both People : befides the Light of 
Coins, Statues, Monuments , Infer ipt ions. Ruins of 
Edifices , &c. b it nothing is left us , of the Jews, 
till the DeflruSlicn of Jerufalem by Titus, but the 
Bible : All the reft is Ljl by the Calamities of that 
difpers'd Nation, or their Application to Gain and 
Commerce , more than Letters. True , we have God- 
win, Spencer, Light foot, Cuncus, Bertram, Si- 
gomus, BuxtorPs Synag. Jnd. &c. on this Head; 
Bit they barow all from the Rabbins, none cf which 
are miuh above 800 Tears Old . Some think the 
Mifnah, 150, 120, 400 Tears after Chrift : Tet even 
before Chrift, the Religion cf Mofes was very much 
alter'd by the Pharifees , &c. much lefs can we de- 
fend on the Cert unity of fucceeding Hiftory, e [pec i al- 
ly face many of the Jewifll Rites were confin'd to the 
Temple , and the Memory of them is fo eras'd, that we 
cannot depend much upon the later Rabbins ; again , 
many woe fo minute and exatl, that even when they 
were c defiantly us'd, they could hard!)' be recorded. 
X r cant' e Talmud, or the Ritual Rabbins be a true

Far l fide s that they are too recent ; the 

Mifna, 
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Mifna, which is the p'ureft Party has much in it that 
is merely Rabbinical, not founded on the Law ; the 
Gemara is Jhamefully trifling, and rathe r gives the 
Opinions of the Robbins of that Age , than thofe of 
their Forefathers: For when R.'Jehuda, had written 
the Mifna, the more Learned Jews usd to Difpute in 
their Academies of Pompedeitha, Nahardea, and 
Sora, upon Q[ieftions in it and the Law , and their De~ 
cifions made the Body of the Talmud. 

Long after , the Ritual Rabbins form’d their Ac- 
counts upon thofe Decifms : Maimonides was the left 
of them , An. 1200. Therefore in this Cafe , we rather 
read and know the Opinions of the later D otters, 
than the things themfelves. Hence that Learned Jew, 
Leo Modena, calls His Book, the Cnftoms &c. Of 
the Hebrews of THIS AGE ; for the’ the Jews 

were tenacious of their Law , yet they mix’d it with 
Tradition , and omitted many \ Things , us’d by their 
Forefathers . As the Anther above, p. 4. c. 7. ob- 
fervesy in the Cafe of marrying the Brother s Wife, 
which , thd formerly the legal Brattice, is now almofl 
dij regarded, for other Ends. 

• Let him , that values himjelf on a skill in this matter, 
from the Rabbin s,refohe me, from them , about the Urim 
and Thummim, and if He finds a good Explication of 
it, let Him depend further upon them. Tet ftill, they 
are not to be negletted, nor thofe who have mitten after 
them, on the fame Subjett ; for they give us many ufe- 
ful Difcoveries , both as to the Jewifh Cnftoms, Doc- 
trines, and Texts of Scripture. 

Sigonius (who, in the Opinion of Grxvius, has 
written the bejl upon the Roman Laws , and Antiqui- 
ties) tho ’ lefs read in the Hebrew Learning, has given 
us fome Information in His Refpub. Hebr. Cuneus 
has done the fame, with great Elegance, and 
Concifsnefs. He was a P erf on of an Acute Un - 
demanding, and well vers’d in Maimonides, Jofe- 

phus, 
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phus, See. Add to thefe SchikkardV Mifhpat Ham- 
melek ; Buxt s. S yn. (tbo* He has taken in a Number 
of T r ifles, and ferns to ridicule the Jews) and Leo Mo- 
dena, who is approv'd very much by all learned Men . 

And now we are fo far advanc'd upon this capital 
Tongue, it will not be improper to look forward, and 
carry our View to the Original of Speech in general . 

The Faculty of Reafon, the Defire of Society , and fo 
of expr effing our Thoughts to one another, and the Or- 
gans of Speech , peculiar to Man , make that alfo pecu- 
liar, and natural to Him : Hence the Chald. Paraph. 
Onkel. turns that of Gen. 2. 7. fuit in Adamo 
fpiritus loquens : And the Hebrews define a reaf on- 
able Creature by Knowledge and Speech. Heideg. 
Hift. Sac. Pat. Tom. 1. Ex. 16 . th. 2. 

let Words fpoken have no natural Alliance with 
Things tbemfelves exprefs’d by them, but only by Cuftom 
and Confertt of Men in Society ; Arift. Eth. 2. 1. For 
they are not the fame every where, as in that Cafe they 
would be. Jul. Grf. Seal, de cauf. L. L. ?. 67. 
Some have thought otherwife. Jambl. de Myft* 7. J- 
Orig. cont. Ceif. 1. fo Cratylus, Heraclitus. See. 
See Gale ad Jambl. prad. 

Thefe are confuted by Arift. mu efjx’. c. 1. and 2. 
and Jul. Sc. de cauf. 3. 67 and 6S. Nor yet is the 
ufe of Words fo arbitrary , that any Man may employ 
•what Words He pleafes. Diodorus call'd His fervant 
itjii fitd, to ridicule the Philofophers, who faid 
the ufe of Names or Words was more natural than 
Arbitrary. 

Both went to an Extreme. Simpl. in Cat. Arift. 
tyfwvp’. The Stoicks exp-rtfs’ d the Different 
Senfe of the Pronouns by natural Gefinres : So Ni - 
gidius, in A* Gell. 10. q. See againfl thefr, Galen, 
deer. Hippoc. and Plat. Adam indeed gave what 
Names He pleas’d, to all living Creatures ; but how 

far 
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*aY or how long the Ufe of thofe Names extended, we 
are yet to learn . Gen. ii. 19. Bochart thinks , that 
Adam and Eve receiv'd the Hebrew Tongue by In - 
jpiration from God, when they were created ; Phaleg. 
i. ij. Walton. Proleg. i, A. 4. jUEuty, jews 
rttf^ChrifHans, have imagin'd that Hebrew was the 
Tongue of Adam, &c. to the Building of Babel : 
The Matonitcs, and fome others, pretend it ivas the 
Chaldee* or Syriac. See, on this Heady Targum 
Hierofoi. ad Gen. ii. 1. Paraph. Jonathi ibid . 
Hieron. in Zephan. 3. Aug. de Civ. D. 16, 

ix. Origert. Horn. 2. in Num. 18. and, for the 
pretended Affinity between Words and Things in the 
Hebrew* Bochar.

venience as well as his Underfunding. Be refers you , 
on the Point of the Confufion of Languages, to 
Pererius, the Diatribe of Joh. Buxtorf, the Geogr. 
Sacr. of Sam. Bochart, and the Author of the 
Pharos Vet. Teft. He calls it a Divine Judgment 
infilled on thofe bold Adventurers , in a fecret Manner \ 
and tells you , what the Scripture has left doubtful , may 
admit of fever a l Hypotbefes.

In the 
Days of Phaleg, the Earth (not Tongues) were di- 
vided: Pfal. Iv. 10. is a Divijion of Minds , 

not Speech ; and, in Daniel, it is the Divijion of a 
Kingdom : And V -3 is the Word for the Difpofton of 
Mat, Gen. xi. What is Jaid there about Babel, 
dies not imply a Divijion of Tongues , but fome fort 
cf Confufiou, how we knew not. From that Con - 
fu fton was the Difperfien cf Men , from that the Divi - 
fion of Tongues ; but what Tongues were before or 
after, the Scripture has not mention'd . As to the Opi- 
nion that Men were dif pars'd according to 

their Tongues, it is falfe; for it is not, difpers’d, but 
divided, which was after the Difpeifion . Hence the 
Hebrew only is from God, and the Mother cf other 
Languages ; and it is an Anfwer to tbofe, who are apt 
to deride the Scripture, as if time could have been no 
variety cf Language without a Miracle.

‘ Tongues are yet y and have been, more or lefs mingled 
with the Hebrew, as they approach more or lefs to the 
Time andanticnt Seat of it. The Pagan Writers have 
rais'd many Fables on this Story of Babel : as that of 
JVlomus, that angry Jupiter fiould deflroy Mankind 
by dividing them. 

Thofe Writers have been very perverfe in mofl of 
their judgments, relating to God. See the Diatr. 
of M. Caf. on that Head. And the Hebrew DoFlors 
(as Buxtorf has largely obferv'd) have trifled much 
on the Jars of the Workmen at Babel, on that noify 
Criiis. Ton may find the Story of glomus the mo ft 

fully reprefented in Euftathius. 

The Dignity of this Tongue appears , not only in 
its Antiquity , Fruitfulnefs , Production of others , &c. 
but in its being infpir d by God into Adam, when 
ot/ws came only by long Ufe and Cujlom. Among 
others , Greg. N y Hen denies that this or any Tongue , 
came immediately from God ; Cont. Eunom- 1 2 . 
whofe Difquifition on this Point may eafily be con - 
fulted . Both he and Eunomius argue in a very ridi- 
culous Man tier , the latter for the intrinfick and eter- 
nal Relation of Wcrds to Things , the former againft 
the Hebrews being from God, as that if God appointed 
certain Words , to ufe others for the fame Things , 
would be Blafphcmy ; and that the Speech of God 
is God , and mean or indecent Words could not come 
from him, which occur in the Hebrew and the like ; 
rejcmbling much the Talk of the Epicureans againfl 
a Providence , who judg'd of the Meafures of God 
by th fe of Men ; as we find in Cicero, who has an 
Epifile upon the Turpitude of Words and Things 
( one Argument of Greg. Nyff. ) Plutarch has a 
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Difcourfe 9te! t* fti ZfM, 'whence Greg. Jeans to 
have borrow d much on this Topick. As to that, God 
call'd the Light Day, See. therefore tbofe Names 
ought not any where to be chang'd , it is not a true Con - 
fequence ; for it does not amount to a divine Command.
